Statement 

My vork is political and socially conscious. I attempt 
to ask people to question their values and ideas. 
Hopefully, the content of my drawings will stimulate 
awareness and act as a catalyst for growth or change. 

I recently discovered the word 'doppelgonger', 
and was-’intrigued by the visualness of the word; 
the roundness of the letters d,o,p, and g. 

The word 'doppelgonger' means the 'soul'. 

I began to think about the soul. -Is there indeed 
a soul? What would it look like if we could see it? 

The early drawings were large charcoals of androgynous 
whirling dirvish souls. Later drawings grew smaller . 
and dealt with a personal, female soul. 

The drawings I'm currently working on talk about the 
universal soul- the world soul. Images come from 
nature and are organic. The drawings are done in 
graphite on basinwerk etching■paper. Because the 
drawings are very small and executed with delicate, 
fine lines, they give a feeling of intimacy. 

-Because the question of the soul is a universal 
one, and due to the intimate scale of the arawir._s, 
my work can be.viewed on numerous levels by a 
variety of people. 

I am a feminist artist and a political artist. These 
two concepts are integral. For me, there is no 
separation between art and society. I'm interested in 
effecting a change; in using my art to help restructure 
society. These are times of global upheavel and 
uncertainty. As an artist, I need to speak of the 
social and political misfortunes of the world, But 
I also need to speak of the struggles and the positive 
efforts— for the future is still ours to create.
